No single event in the history 


of Pi Kappa Delta itself has attracted as much nation-wide attention. 
The balance between the tournament side of the convention and the 
congress was maintained by the national officers in such a way that

the more than eight hundred students 
attending were all stimulated, instruct- 
ed, and perhaps inspired by the com- 
bination of the two activities. 

Any attempt to record a modicum of 
what took place in the National Student 
Congress would require too much space 
and then equally important events 
would have to be slighted. For four 
days the senate chamber and the hall of 
the house of representatives of the State 
House of Kansas were both the scenes 
of kaleidoscopic action in which the for- 
ty senators and 135 congressmen partici- 
pated. In the senate a dignified de- 
corum maintained a certain electric calm 
and in the house a ‘‘grass roots’’ sense 
of responsibility gave the lower cham- 
ber more color and more lungs. 

Although the National Student Con- 
gress did not convene until Tuesday 
morning, April 19, all day April 17 and 
18 the senators-elect and the congress- 
men-designate held their caucuses and 
milled about the hotels in ‘‘true legis- 
lative fashion’’ to determine their offi- 


cers, parties, plans, and leaders. 


At nine o’clock, April 19, Leslie Blake, Kansas State, later to be 
elected clerk of the senate, called the senate to order and Justice W. 


W. Harvey of the Kansas State Supreme Court administered the 
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oath to the senators. At the same time Lloyd Huitt, Washburn, later 
to be elected clerk of the house, was calling the House of Representa- 
tives to order and Chief Justice John Dawson of the Kansas Supreme 
Court swore in the members of the house. 

Although there were but eleven Republicans in the senate, Paul M. 
Hawkins, Doane College, led a coalition of Independents, Democrats, 
and Republicans to win his election as President of the senate by a 
vote of 25 to 15 and with him Ronald Swartz, Dakota Wesleyan, presi- 
dent pro-tem, and George A. Greenfield, College of Idaho, Republi- 
ean floor leader. Robert Boyd, Linfield, Oregon, was Democratic 
floor leader. 

Bedford W. Black, a freshman from 
Wake Forest, North Carolina, who 
styled himself ‘‘a Carter Glass Demo- 
erat,’’ won the heated race for speaker 
of the House by a vote of 59 to 56. John 
W. Smith, Northwest Oklahoma State 
Teachers, was elected speaker pro-tem; 
Bob Capshaw, Edmond, Oklahoma State 
Teachers, Democratic floor leader; and 
Robert Allen, Washburn, Republican 
floor leader. 

Immediately after this election of of- 
ficers, the two houses convened in their 
only joint session to hear the message

Student Congress by Clarence Cannon, congressman from the 9th 


district of Missouri, who spoke in the Congress of the United States 
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on February 10th on the National Student Congress. Philbrick then 
told of the ‘‘official’’ visit to the White House. Newport read to the 
joint session the message which is as follows: 

‘To the Pi Kappa Delta National Student Congress : 

The problems confronting the government of the United States 
should be studied widely by college students throughout the country. 
In no other way can we hope for the most effective solution of those 
problems because in the last analysis the government must depend in 
the main upon those citizens who are best trained for leadership. 

I think the plan to organize your convention after the model af- 
forded by the Congress has great practical merit. In this way realis- 
tic consideration can well be given to problems which just now con- 
front the United States. Actual debates on the issues before the Con- 
gress will certainly result not only in better understanding of those 
issues by those participating in the debates but will be of assistance 
in stimulating interest among the student bodies represented by the 
delegates. 

In sending greetings to the delegates 
assembled I heartily urge that they as- 
sume genuine responsibility for helping 
to discover the wisest solutions of the 
problems now before the country and 
for developing a public opinion in sup- 
port of those solutions. 

—FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT.”’ 


A committee of three senators and 
three congressmen escorted Governor 
Huxman to the rostrum for his address. 
Among other things, he said: 

‘*T want to congratulate you on your 
attempts to legislate on matters of im- 
portance and the work you have under- 

taken to put on this Student Congress. 

eT cee Cane We live in the best country because our 

government is founded on the principle 

that government is instituted by the people and derives its powers 

from the people. You people may some day sit in the legislative 

halls of your state and nation—there is no reason you should not— 
and government will be then what you want it to be.’’ 

The joint conference committee appointed by Hawkins and Black 
to draw the joint resolution of appreciation for the more or less ‘‘of- 
ficial’’ connection of the Pi Kappa Delta National Student Congress 
with the Congress of the United States and the President was ¢om- 
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posed of senators: John Willeoxon, Fort Hays State College; Tom K. 
Shields, Redlands; and Howard C. Lyman, Rollins; and congress- 
men: Helen Rader, College of the Ozarks; Robert E. Short, College 
of St. Thomas; and Edward C. Fitzmaurice, North Carolina State 
College. This resolution passed unanimously by both chambers was 
sent to President Roosevelt, Senator Capper, and Congressman Can- 
non. 


During the afternoon of the second day, the Columbia Broadeast- 
ing System picked up for its coast-to-coast network one half hour of 
the proceedings of the National Student Congress through the facili- 
ties of WIBW. The debate on the floor of the lower house on the war 
referendum amendment was chosen for the broadeast as one-third of 
the bills introduced in both houses had something to do with peace 
and war activities of America. Short interviews with the officers of 
the senate were also broadeast. 

To attempt to describe the Congress 
as it worked would be to repeat the way 
the Congress of the United States works. 
The committee had by most painstaking 
care and detail devised ways to make 
this possible even to the publication by 
mimeograph of a daily ‘*‘ Congressional 
Record.’’ Bills were introduced and 
sent to the proper committees and laws 
passed exactly as they are in Washing- 
ton. The debates on bills corresponded 
to the procedure in the nation’s capital 
except all debates were before full 
houses. Bills had to pass both houses 
to become ‘‘laws.’’ It was the most 
vivid and real study of government pos-

Kappa Delta working long and arduously before and during the Stu- 
dent Congress would be impossible and there were many of them. 
However, among many others, especial credit and recognition should 
be given three: H. B. Summers, Kansas State; Geo.

The value of the congress and its recognition can be best summed 
up in} the following editorial which appeared in the Topeka State 
Journal, whose editor is Henry J. Allen, former governor and 
United States Senator.

‘*Those who observe members of the National Student Congress 
bringing in proposals to lower the cost, increase the efficiency and 
reduce the personnel in government might jump to the conclusion 
that the youngsters have found the answers to the problems which 
press for a solution. 

**It is not as simple as that, as the representatives of collegiate 
America no doubt appreciate. If they do not understand it now they 
will later as they continue the studies in government of which the 
session at the statehouse is an interesting and valuable part. 

‘*Getting into the problems of government, the things which at first 
seemed obvious often become uncertain and then confused. The need 
of increasing the efficiency in government, for example, is granted 
universally. Actually increasing it is something else. Long after 
abuses or weaknesses are recognized, practical, workable methods of 
applying remedies or adding strength are difficult to find, as many 
a member of the legislature, who has gone home at the end of a 
session disappointed and disillusioned, can testify. 

‘*Nevertheless it is a good thing for the country that these open- 
minded, alert young men and young women are studying government 
and checking the conditions and theories of today against the real- 
ities of history. These students of government today will be the 
representatives of government tomorrow in some capacity. They will 
have the benefits of training denied many of the men upon whom the 
burdens have fallen in the past and still fall. They are getting part 
of the training in this week’s statehouse sessions. The privileges 
they enjoy should fit them better to learn and apply to the problems 
of the country the lessons experience and more mature years will 
bring. 

‘*The congress is a feature of the national convention of Pi Kappa 
Delta, now in its twenty-fifth year, which is holding its annual tour- 
nament here. Some 800 students, each chosen upon the basis of his or 
her attainments, are in attendance. They are a group of well-behaved, 
earnest, wholesome young people. If they are representative of the 
student bodies in the 154 institutions in thirty-eight states from which 
they come—if those left in the dormitories and class rooms have the 
same high interest in government and devotion to the task of finding 
solutions for the nation’s problems—then the schools are creating 
a reservoir of informed, capable citizenry out of which age and ex- 
perience will forge leadership for the future.’’

Minutes of the Business Sessions of the Twelfth National Biennial 
Convention of Pi Kappa Delta, held at Topeka, Kansas, 
April 18-22, 1938 


First Business Session. Auditorium of the Topeka High School, 
at 9:00 A. M., Monday, April 18, 1938 


The meeting was called to order by National President S. R. Toussaint. 
Governor W. A. Huxman of Kansas welcomed the convention to the Sun- 
flower State in a few well chosen words. Dr. Philip C. King, President of 
Washburn College, welcomed the delegates in the name of the college 
and the Kansas Beta Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta, National Number 3, 
and Dr. Van Slyck, Principal of the Topeka High School, spoke for the 
schools of the Capital City. A number of announcements were then 
made by members of the Council and chairmen of the contest committees. 
Moved by J. J. Barry of Louisiana Institute that in the debate tourna- 
ments no decisions be announced until the end of the tournament, but 
that the judges be allowed to give oral criticisms, if they wish to do so. 
Moved, to amend by striking out the clause about oral decisions. The 
amendment was lost. The original motion carried.

The meeting was called to order by President Toussaint. Roll call. Sev- 
eral announcements were heard after which reports were taken up. 
Report of the National Secretary-Treasurer. 


REPORT OF THE NATIONAL SECRETARY-TREASURER 


To the Twelfth National Biennial Convention of Pi Kappa Delta 
Topeka, Kansas, April 18-22, 1938 


“Start with the most important thing in the article.”” That may have 
a familiar ring in the ears of some of you budding young journalists. All 
right; we'll do it.

This is a Pi Kappa Delta record of which we need not be ashamed, but 
it is one which Pi Kappa Delta should improve upon decidedly during the 
next eight years. Of the $6,000 balance mentioned above some $3,000 
is required to carry the expenses of the fraternity from July 1 to March 
first, giving us a real reserve fund of about $3,000; in fact we have this 
$3,000 invested in interest bearing mortgages and bonds at the present 
time, the other $3,000 being carried in savings and checking accounts. 
During the next eight years Pi Kappa Delta should increase that reserve 
to $10,000. Such a fund properly invested would be a real anchor to 
windward for the next great financial hurricane which is almost certainly 
headed in our direction. 

Twenty-five years ago today Pi Kappa Delta was made up of five chap- 
ters, Ottawa, Iowa Wesleyan, Washburn, Nebraska Wesleyan, and Ripon. 
The next year, 1914, five more chapters came in, Illinois Wesleyan, Kan- 
sas State, Iowa Central, Redlands, and Occidental. There were five more 
in 1915, 3 in 1916, 2 in 1917, 4 in 1918, 2 in 1919, and 12 in 1920. Dur- 
ing the next ten years we expanded at the rate of 10 chapters a year on 
the average. During the six years from 1930 to 1936 we grew at the 
rate of a little over four chapters a year. So runs the history of the 
growth of what is today the largest fraternity, either honorary or social, 
in the world. No, I am not from California. That being the case I know 
that size alone is nothing to boast about. We do have a right, however

to be proud of the fact that this expansion is exactly in line with the 
purpose of our fraternity; we are a working organization—not a key 
awarding order. Pi Kappa Delta was created for the purpose, as our 
founders said, ‘‘of stimulating interest in forensic endeavor,’’ and we have 
not lost sight of our goal. 

In our 25 years of life we have established 166 chapters; 16 of these 
are now inactive, leaving us at present 150 active chapters. Of the 16 
six were in colleges that have ceased to operate, three surrendered their 
charters voluntarily, and seven were dropped for inactivity. 

Our chapter roll covers 35 states of the Union and one insular posses- 
sion. Leading the procession in the number of chapters now is the 
Prairie State with 14 active groups, they reach all the way down the 
Greek alphabet to the letter Pi. Close on the heels of the ‘Illini’? come 
the Hawkeyes and the Jayhawkers with 12 chapters each; the Lone Star 
tribe is fourth with 11; the “Show-Me” folks fifth with 10; and the 
Buckeyes and Sooners sixth with 9 each. What the line-up will be at 
the end of this convention is still in the lap of the charter committee. 

In the future our extension program should continue to be one of 
steady but conservative expansion. Each biennium should see a group 
of strong, not necessarily large, progressive colleges added to our chapter 
roll, at least for several years to come. Every one of the quadruplets 
born at Houston convention two years ago has proved itself to be healthy, 
active and of excellent promise. They are Winthrop, South Carolina; 
Luther, Iowa; Tempe, Arizona; and River Falls, Wisconsin. We are glad 
to welcome our four baby chapters to this their first national convention. 

In planning our expansion program we need to take into considera- 
tion the needs of the provinces. Our provincial conventions and contests 
are at present second only in importance to the national convention and 
contests. In the future they may become even more important. It has 
been suggested that we should make the national convention triennial in- 
stead of biennial and hold two provincial conventions to each national. 
Well, that’s an idea. Just now we need to do two things for the pro- 
vinces; lst, rearrange some of the province boundaries; 2nd, get some 
strong new chapters in certain sections of the country so that some of 
the provinces can be stronger and more compact. For instance the Pro- 
vince of the Northwest should probably combine with some of the other 
provinces, and we should have a new Province of the North Atlantic. 


Right here I would like to set down some of the major policies for 
which it seems to me Pi Kappa Delta should stand in the decade ahead 
of us. 

1. It should serve as the balance-wheel on the forensic machine. It 
should help in the fight against over-emphasis on winning, but it should 
not allow that fight to destroy the whole forensic game. It should and 
does oppose those extremists who would turn forensic contests into a 
series of uninteresting, pointless, ignorance-revealing, namby-pamby, 
wind-jamming sessions and insist that they shall continue to be vital, 
purposeful, fact-revealing, vigorous, conclusion-reaching discussions. To 
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do so it must keep the element of competition but must not allow that 
element to over-shadow the real purpose of forensics, training in effec- 
tive speaking. 

2. It should by all means retain those essentials of good debating, 
thorough knowledge of the subject, careful analysis, rigorous argument, 
and careful organization but at the same time instill into our debates 
more of the sparkle and interest that is so woefully lacking in many of 
them today. Let us insist that our debaters be interesting, entertaining, 
yes, even humorous at times, even though they still continue to be logi- 
cal and instructive. 

3. We need to see to it that the forensic program in our colleges is 
extensive rather than intensive. The benefits of intercollegiate competi- 
tion in speech should be spread 10 as many students as possible instead 
of being restricted to a few outstanding performers who don’t need it 
much anyhow. It is certainly far better to have a hundred students en- 
gaging in debate than to have two or three students engaging in one 
hundred debates. 


And now a word or two to the individual chapters about some of the 
important details of our work. 


1. Make it a point to see that all students who are eligible for mem- 
bership in Pi Kappa Delta and have been elected to such membership 
actually come into the fraternity. That’s equivalent to saying, ‘‘Make 
them feel that membership in Pi Kappa Delta is worth while.’’ The best 
ways to stimulate interest that I know of is to adopt the policy of grant- 
ing forensic awards just as your athletic department grants athletic 
awards, and make that award the Pi Kappa Delta key. Make the money 
to pay for these awards a regular part of the intercollegiate debating bud- 
get. This plan is followed by a large number of our chapters and it works 
like a charm. A few chapters go so far as to award both the member- 
ship and the key; of course, that’s even better yet if it can be done. At 
any rate get your eligible students into your chapter; no local chapter 
will long exist if it fails at this vital point. 

2. Answer correspondence from national officers promptly. Keep in 
touch with national headquarters. Write us whenever you need anything 
or have any suggestion to make. We like to get your letters. Your 
National Council exists in order to serve the local chapters, but we can’t 
do that if you don’t keep in touch with us. 

3. Make an outstanding event of your annual initiatory ceremony. 
Have a banquet, a picnic, a joint meeting with nearby chapters; make ita 
red-letter day on the campus for those concerned. 

4. How about your memberships and key orders? Would it be at all 
possible to get them to me by say May 10? If it would be, we could 
have a chance to get them back to you before commencement. As you 
know it is difficult to get cards and keys to the students after they leave 
for the summer; they scatter to the four winds and frequently leave no 
forwarding address behind. 
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5. And finally as a closing word I want to express my hearty apprecia- 
tion of the splendid cooperation most of the chapters have shown during 
the past biennium. It has been a joy to work with you. May the re- 
ward of the faithful be yours.

The Charter Committee made the following partial report: That Texas 
Alpha chapter at Southwestern University, which has been suspended for 
four years be reinstated. Carried. That the following chapters be 
granted: Bethel College, Kansas Xi, Newton, No. 167; State Teachers 
College, Chadron, Nebraska, Nebraska Eta, No. 168; St. Vincent College, 
Latrobe, Pennsylvania, Pennsylvania Beta, No. 169. Carried. 


The committee on constitutional revision reported a number of changes 
in the constitution which are shown in detail in the printed 1938 revision. 
These were adopted by the convention. Their recommendation that the 
expression ‘‘oratorical contest’’ be changed to “speech contest’’ was first 
adopted then reconsidered and referred back to the committee. At the 
next session it recommended that the original wording be allowed to 
stand. Carried. The first suggestion concerning the National Secretary- 
Treasurer was that this officer be appointed by the Council instead of 
being elected by the convention. The matter was referred back to the com- 
mittee by this session with instructions to bring in a report making the 
office elective. At the next business session the committee recommended 
that the Secretary-Treasurer be nominated by the Council and approved 
by the convention. Carried. 


Moved, that a committee be appointed to consider the matter of the 
selection of the Pi Kappa Delta debate question. Carried. Moved, that 
this committee also consider the question of whether or not an official 
interpretation of the question should be issued. Carried. Moved, that 
the committee also report on the method of selecting the extempore 
speaking topics. Carried. Moved to strike from our constitution the 
clause “who shall not be of the African Race.”’ Moved, to refer this 
matter to the constitutional revision committee. Carried. 

Adjournment. 
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Third Business Session. Convention Hall, Jayhawk Hotel. 
April 22, 1938, 9:00 A. M. 


The meeting was called to order by President Toussaint. Roll call. The 
Constitutional Revision Committee completed its report and it was 
adopted. 

The Charter Committee recommended that the following chapters be 
granted and they were voted by the convention: 

Georgia Alpha, State College for Women, Milledgeville, No. 170. 

North Carolina Delta, Lenoir Rhyne College, Hickory, No. 171. 

Florida Beta, John B. Stetson University, De Land, No. 172. 

These chapters were voted by the convention. It was recommended 
that a chapter be granted to Appalachian State Teachers College, Boone, 
North Carolina, contingent upon this college passing the investigation now 
being made by the Southern Association before the convening of the 
Thirteenth National Convention of Pi Kappa Delta. Recommendation 
adopted. 

The committee submitted the following general recommendations: 

1. Every school making application for charter should be visited by 
the Governor of the province, or some qualified member appointed by 
him, in which the petitioning school would logically be located. This in- 
vestigation should take place before the province is asked to endorse the 
institution. The petitioning school should bear the expense of this visit. 

2. Applications for charter should be in the hands of the Chairman 
of the Charter Committee at least 60 days before the opening of the 
National Convention. 

3. We recommend that the next Charter Committee revise the in- 
formation now found on the petitioning blank sent to institutions de- 
siring to petition for local chapters, 

4. We also recommend that the province take more aggressive meas- 
ures in recommending institutions within the province boundaries which 
might make good chapters for our organization.

desirable. 

Your committee shares that body of sentiment in Pi Kappa Delta which holds 
that the rating of a chapter solely upon the basis of its entry and achievement in 
provincial and national tournaments is not sufficiently comprehensive of the true 
purposes of the society. It is, therefore, recommended that Pi Kappa Delta adopt 
further standards by which it may rate its chapters. 

The adoption of these standards is recommended in the belief that the following 
ends may be more readily attained: 1. A more comprehensive measurement of each 
chapter upon a qualitative basis. 2. A greater service by Pi Kappa Delta to the 
enterprise of extra-curricular forensics throughout the nation. 3. The satisfaction 
of a desire of various chapters to be accredited for reexamination and experimen- 
tation in the field of extra-curricular forensic activity. 4. The greater and more re- 
sponsible organization of each chapter. 5. A greater body of data upon which the 
national fraternity may base determination of its future policies. 6. The advantages 
and values of forensic participation will be carried to a greater number of college 
students. 


The Committee on Interchapter Relations and Standards recommends the ac- 
crediting of each chapter on the basis of the following standards: 


Provincial and National Tournaments. 
Cooperation with National Offices. 
Cooperation with The Forensic. 
Standard Competition. 

Occasion Speaking. 


THE FORENSIC 


The Forensic—We recommend that the scope of The Forensic be enlarged by 
inviting the contribution of more articles on experimental and controversial aspects 
of the field of Pi Kappa Delta interests: this with the purpose both of arousing 
interest in The Forensic as a magazine and of aiding the chapters in enlarging 
and improving the forensic programs. 


Roster of Chapter Presidents and Coaches 


The Editor of The Forensic is hereby directed to publish during the term of 
each school year a roster of all chapter presidents and coaches, or directors of the 
extra-curricular forensic activities, in those colleges and universities in which chap- 
ters of Pi Kappa Delta are chartered, and the publication of this roster shall be 
made not later than the January number of The Forensic. Provided, the National 
Secretary shall furnish the Editor with all names required to be published. 


THE FORENSIC and Alumni (Graduate Members) of Pi Kappa Delta 


The national council is hereby directed to make, or to cause to be made, a study 
of the feasibility of providing The Forensic, at a subscription rate or by other 
substantial means, to the graduate members of Pi Kappa Delta, 


Record Forms 


The National Secretary and the Chairman of the Committee on Interchapter 
Relations and Standards shall devise record forms which will simplify and expedite 
the accumulation and preservation of all factual material necessary to the rating of 
each chapter on the bases of measurements herein adopted. The forms so devised 
shall be printed upon a substantial grade of paper or card and each chapter shall 
be supplied with a sufficient number of forms to keep a record of the data herein 
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required for chapter accreditment. Provided that the costs of materials, printing, 
and distribution of the record forms shall be charged against the national treasury 
until the national convention of 1940, at which time the National Treasurer shall re- 
port the effect of such charges against the national treasury. 


Accreditment 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Corresponding Secretary of each chapter, 
as required by the constitution to be elected, to make regular reports to The Forensic. 

Section 2. Each chapter of Pi Kappa Delta shall be accredited with fifty (50) 
points for each chapter report made as “No Report.’’ Each chapter shall be accredit- 
ed as follows for each of the following items sent during the term of the school year 
The Forensic: 


For regular receipt of the campus paper by The Forensic —.............. 100 points 
For each item or article specially written for The Forensic --- 100 points 
For each clipping from the “public press” 25 points 
For each picture presenting a Pi Kappa Delta monber ¢ ora 

Pi Kappa Delta activity ................ siecellaptiiea > died ; 50 points 


Section 3. The Editor of The Forensic, by post card, shall notify each Corres- 
ponding Secretary of the deadline for receipt of copy for each issue of The Forensic, 
and such notice shall be given not less than fourteen (14) days before such estab- 
lished deadline. 

Section 4. No chapter shall be called upon to make a report for more than four 
(4) issues of The Forensic during any school year. 

Section 5. No chapter shall receive credit for more than one of the above 
items for each of the four issues of The Forensic. 

Section 6. All items solicited by The Forensic shall receive the same credit as 
those voluntarily submitted by the chapter. 

Section 7. The Editor of The Forensic shall keep a record on which will be 
reflected the rating of a chapter in its cooperation with The Forensic. 

The purpose of this act shall be construed to provide The Forensic with materials 
sufficient to give recognition to all interests and all chapters of Pi Kappa Delta, 
and it shall not be construed to mean that all items received by The Forensic must 
be published in the magazine nor to restrict the Editor of The Forensic in his 
judgment of what is suitable for publication.

Relations With National Offices 


For transmitting to the national officer properly authorized to receive the fol- 
lowing official communications frem the chapters, each chapter shall be accredited 
with twenty-five (25) points for transmitting each of the following items, and in 
addition each chapter shall be accredited with seventy-five (75) points for having 
transmitted each of the following items within the time limit specified by the 
national officer. Provided, that this rule shall not apply, unless there shall be al- 
lowed not less than twenty-one (21) days between the date of notice to the chapter 
and the date on which each item is transmitted to the national office. Provided 
further, that the National Council may establish a permanent deadline for receipt 
of each of the above items, in which case it shall be sufficient that the chapters be 
given fourteen (14) days’ notice.

Provincial and National Tournaments of Pi Kappa Delta 


The method of rating chapters on the basis of entry and achievement in the 
provincial and national tournaments of Pi Kappa Delta, as heretofore employed, shall 
be retained in computing ratings of chapters in tournaments in which contests pro- 
ceed to a final elimination and awarding first, second, and third place honors, 
Provided that for purposes of computing the rankings in the 1958 national tour- 
nament, each chapter entered in men’s debate or women’s debate, or both, shall 
be accredited as heretofore in national tournaments except that, in lieu of the credits 
heretofore given for progress beyond the preliminary rounds, each chapter shall re- 
ceive one (1) point for a rank of “Excellent” or two (2) points for a rank of 
“Superior.” 


Local Contests: Oratory and Extempore Speaking 


In this section “local contest’’ shall mean an intramural competitive event in 
which students compete for the honor of representing their college in an inter- 
collegiate oratorical or extempore speaking contest. 

A chapter whose college has an enrollment of 500, or fewer, students shall be 
accredited with ten (10) points for eaclt student, up to and including five (5) stu- 
dents, who participate in a local contest. 

A chapter whose college has an enrollment of more than five hundred (500) 
students shall be accredited with ten (10) points for each of the first five (5) stu-

Intercollegiate Debates 


Each chapter shall be accredited with five (5) points for each student repre- 
senting his college in three (3) or more intencollegiate debates. Provided that “in- 
tercollegiate debates’ shall here include strictly freshman team debates, varsity 
team debates. 


Intercollegiate Extempore or Individual Original Speech Contest 


A chapter shall be accredited with five (5) points for each student who shall 
have represented his college in an intercollegiate extempore speaking or individual 
original speech contest during a school year. 


Intercollegiate Oratorical Contest 


Each chapter shall be accredited with five (5) points for each original oration 
presented by a student in a recognized intercollegiate oratorical contest during a 
school year. 

Each chapter shall be accredited with three (3) points for each recognized inter- 
collegiate oratorical contest in which its college is entered. 


Intercollegiate Debates 


For all intercollegiate debates, except those entered in the provincial and na- 
tional tournaments of Pi Kappa Delta, each chapter shall be accredited with points 
as shown in the following table. Provided, “intercollegiate debates" shall mean 
such debates as would, under the constitution of Pi Kappa Delta, be accredited 
toward membership or advanced standing in Pi Kappa Delta.

Map Showing Location of All Chapters 


The National Secretary, as soon as practicable after each national convention, 
shall direct the preparation and distribution of a map indicating the location of all 
active and suspended chapters of Pi Kappa Delta, together with a showing of the 
provincial boundaries, and it is further provided a key table approximately identify- 
ing each chapter shall accompany the map. Provided the expense of publishing and 
distributing the map shall be charged against funds of the national treasury not 
otherwise appropriated. 


Alumni Records 


We recommend that each chapter keep a readily available record of all) members 
as initiated and that this record be extended to include, as far as possible, a full, 
accurate, and permanent record of alumni (graduate members), their activities, 
achievements, and honors. 


Report of Provincial Tournaments 


The Governor of each Province shall transmit to the office of the National Sec- 
retary, within not more than twenty-one (21) days after each provincial tournament, 
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a record of all entries in the provincial tournament, together with a record of all 
chapters sending delegates to the tournament, a record of the rank of each chapter 
in each division of the tournament, and of any other information required to com- 
plete the records of Pi Kappa Delta. 

Resolved that the National Council shall cause to be made a survey of the 
extra-curricular forensic budget of each of the Pi Kappa Delta chapters, and that 
the results of such survey be printed and distributed in pamphlet form, and not 
in The Forensic, among the chapters.

REPORT OF THE CONTESTS COMMITTEE 


Before giving the recommendations of the contest committee, I should like to 
take this opportunity to express my personal appreciation for the fine work that 
has been done by the members of the contest committees in directing the various 
contests at this convention. I do not believe that any contest chairman ever had a 
finer group with which to work, and I am personally very grateful to them. 

Your Contest Committee has given consideration to the problems which have 
arisen in connection with the conducting of the tournaments and have made a num- 
ber of recommendations which they wish to pass on to the next Contest Committee. 
Many of these are mere matters of detail and as such do not justify the use of your 
time by presenting them here. However, your committee feels that there is one 
matter pertaining to the policy of how the tournament shall be conducted which 
properly should be decided by the wish of the chapters, namely the issue of whether 
or not in the tournaments in the next national convention we shall determine na- 
tional championships. Varying opinions have been expressed to the committee, and 
we think it therefore only proper that the matter be brought to the convention floor. 

Your committee in its deliberation on this point recognized four possibilities: 
(1) The return to the old system employed at Houston of determining national 
championships in all contests, including debate; (2) the continuation of the system 
employed in this convention of determining national championships in extemp speak- 
ing and oratory, and of giving superior and excellent ratings in debate; (3) the abo- 
lition of all championships, and substitution therefor of excellent and superior rank- 
ings in oratory and emtempore as well as in debate; and (4) a combination of the 
quality ranking system and determining of champions, whereby the superior speak- 
ers and debate teams would compete for national championships. 

After careful consideration of these four possibilities, your committee has chosen 
to recommend tbe latter system. It should be stated, however, that the committee, 
although unanimous in its opinion that we should have championships in all or 
championships in none of the contests, was divided in its opinion in the relative 
merits of pruposals numbers three and four, but was unanimous in preferring either 
of these to proposals number one and two. 

In order that you may understand more clearly the nature of the fourth possi- 
bility, which is the one that the committee decided to recommend, I wish to explain 
it more fully; the other three proposals being obvious to you in their statement. 

This proposal would require very little change in the method in which ex- 
tempore speaking and oratory is conducted. We merely recommend that those 
speakers who qualify for the semi-finals but do not reach the finals be credited with 
excellent rankings; and that those speakers who reach the finals be credited with a 
superior ranking; this to supplement the awarding of first, second, and third places. 

This proposal would require that in the preliminary rounds in debate the win 
and loss be supplemented by a grade or score indicative of the quality of work done. 
For example, the judge would give a superior team a score between 90 and 100; an 
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excellent team a score between SO and 90; a good team a score between 70 and SO; 
an average team a score between 60 and 70; and a below average team a score be- 
tween 53) and 60. At the close of the preliminary rounds superior and excellent 
teams would be determined just as they were in this tournament, but from the 
superior teams would be chosen a bracket of teams to compete in a single elimina- 
tion for the determination of a national championship. All undefeated teams should 
automatically become a part of this bracket, and a sufficient number of superior 
teams to make an even bracket of at least 4 and not more than 8 teams, for a direct 
elimination tournament should be added, the order of addition being determined 
by the sum of the total scores they received in the quality ranking system during the 
preliminary rounds. These are the basic principles of the recommendation, it being 
recognized by the committee that matters of detail will of necessity have to be left 
to the next tournament committee. 
I move the adoption of recommendation No. 4.

Report of the special committee appointed on the selection of the debate 


and extempore speaking topics, Martin Holcomb, chairman. 

The committee recommended: 1. That the method we now use for selecting the 
debate question be continued during the next biennium, Carried. 2. That the matter 
of cooperating with the National Teachers of Speech in the selection of a national 
debate question be referred to the Council, Carried. 3. That we select two debate 
questions, one to be released in the spring on May 15 and the other in the fall on 
Nov. 15. Moved to amend by changing Nov. 15 to Oct. 15. Moved to amend the 
amendment by changing Oct. 15 to Oct. 1. Amendment to the amendment carried. 
Moved to lay the whole matter on the table. Carried. Moved that we select the 
debate question by at least June. Moved to lay the question on the table. Carried. 
The committee recommended that there be no official interpretation of the debate 
question. Carried. That we have the same extempore speaking topic for both men 
and women. Moved to amend by substituting the statement that the extempore 
speaking topics be selected by a vote of the students concerned. Amendment carried; 
motion as amended carried.

Because he believes debating has more educational value than any 
other branch of college work, L. L. Coryell, Sr., millionaire Lineoln, 
Nebraska, oil dealer, has sponsored the forensic representatives of 
Nebraska Wesleyan on 8,000 miles of travel this year. 

‘*Debating helped me more than any- 
thing else in ecollege,’’ says Mr. Coryell. 
‘*My personal experience has shown me 
that life is one continuous argument, 
whether it is child, business, employer, 
or employee ; hence the power of debate 
is valuable because it means the ability 
to convince those with whom you come 
in contact.’’ 

L. L. Coryell & Son have adopted the 
Nebraska Alpha chapter. The oil men 
want to see the students get forensic ex- 
perience. In January they sponsored a 
trip through Missouri, Illinois, and 
Iowa, where the Nebraskans met Mis-

and Son furnished all transportation expenses on the Pierce-Arrow in 
which the forensic squad travels. 

At Topeka Nuetzman tied for first in oratory. Both the men’s 
and women’s debate teams won excellent ratings. Betty Walker got 
to the semi-finals in extemporaneous speaking. Nuetzman went on to 
Chicago to make history by winning the Old Line interstate oratorical. 

Mr. Coryell started business with a capital of $100 borrowed money. 
Today he heads a business which covers thirty per cent of the United 
States. It is entirely family owned, has no indebtedness, has no pre- 
ferred stock, and Mr. Coryell, Sr., the founder, is still its president. 
He is also a member of the board of trustees of Nebraska Wesleyan. 

At the Moorhead tournament the squad began to pay dividends 
on the investment. Melvin Bowman won first in extemporaneous 
speaking. At the state meet in Kearney, Delmar Nuetzman won 
first in the Old Line oratorical contest with the unanimous decision 
of the five judges. The rest of the squad assembled four second 
places and two thirds in oratory, debate, and extemporaneous speak- 
ing. 

American Business, February, 1938, contained an article on his 
company. It described it as owning nearly five hundred stations 
throughout the Midwest and as being especially successful. 

In reviewing his career Mr. Coryell says that his training in de- 
bate has been especially valuable in his business contacts. He must 
be a master of the art of persuasion, beautiful and just.

It was a braw dance the Washburn people gave us Wednesday 
night. I wish I could remember the name of that little brunet that 
chewed gum with a southern’accent. In one trip—this word is used 


advisedly—around the hall that 208 debating sylph completely ruined 
my ten cent shine. C’est la guerre. 


Many of the delegates at the convention were disappointed in not 
seeing the Jayhawk, the state bird of Kansas. This bird is both shy 
and rare. Only those who got up early in the morning and went out 
to the lodge pole pine grove in the high hills just back of Topeka were 
able to see it. There was a small flock around the Potawatami Indian 
camp there. The birds always follow the Potawatami Indians because 
they are in the habit of roosting on the tepee poles to take advantage 
of the warmth rising from the fires within. Those who got out to 
the camp early could see the Jayhawks on the tepee poles just as day 
broke. They left immediately in search of food for their young. 
There is a haunting plaintiveness in their mating call. They rise in 
a steep spiral, their song rising with their flight until it breaks in a 
melancholy half note that lingers in the memory long after the bird’s 
brilliant plumage is lost in the azure depths. Sunflower seed is the 
natural food of the Jayhawk. As cultivation has destroyed the origi- 
nal wild sunflowers of the state, the birds have to fly great distances 
in search of food. Unless something is done to save the rapidly dis- 
appearing sunflower, this noble bird will soon become extinct. 
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It was fitting that the silver anniversary convention of Pi Kappa 
Delta was presided over by the first national president of the so- 
ciety who had joined as a student and advanced through the ranks to 
the highest office. Eight national presidents have preceded S. R. 
Toussaint in office, but all of them had joined after their student 
days while they were members of the faculty. Sylvester R. Toussaint 
joined in 1919 during his freshman year at Ripon, Wisconsin Alpha. 
In 1922 he attended the Fourth National convention at Simpson, lowa 
Epsilon. Later he became debate coach at Monmouth, Illinois Zeta. 
In 1930 he was made one of the national vice-presidents. At Houston 
he was elected president. 

It was a pleasure to see President Toussaint in action during the 
business sessions. He presided with fairness and dispatch. Business 
moved. He was always in command of the meeting. He ruled 
promptly and correctly on all parliamentary questions. But through 
it all ran a feeling of good will which protected the rights of every 
member and encouraged the most backward to take part in the dis- 
cussion. 

All could see Mr. Toussaint’s work as presiding officer. What the 
delegates did not see was the real work of organization which had 
been done before they arrived at Topeka. The Twelfth convention 
was one of the smoothest running the society has held. Nothing had 
been left to chance. President Toussaint and the National Council 
had planned every detail. Much of the success of the convention de- 
pends upon having the right men in strategic positions. A great deal 
of care was given to committee appointments. President Toussaint 
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surrounded himself with capable men, and deserved and won the loy- 
alty of all those who worked with him. 

Pi Kappa Delta has made remarkable progress during the past 
biennium. The society is united and in running order. Every mem- 
ber owes President 8S. R. Toussaint a debt of gratitude for his wise 
and unselfish service. 


A man usually speaks most effectively when he talks. about what 
he knows best, his own community, his work, his experience. It is 
significant that the trend in the speech contests at our national con- 
ventions has been towards subjects directly connected with student 
experience. The extempore speakers talked about the future for the 
woman of today or whether the men of this generation will have to go 
to war. The orators discussed college and personal questions. Sev- 
eral took up the value of the education they were receiving or their 
place in the industrial world. 

Only in debate do we fail to make it possible for the student to 
speak in terms of his own knowledge. We still select a debate ques- 
tion about national problems not directly related to the student and 
the college world. It is not possible for youth to discuss the enforce- 
ment of labor awards in terms of things that he has faced and come 
to grips with. Perhaps it will be possible some day to get a debate 
question which deals with life as a college student knows it. 


Pi Kappa Delta was signally honored in having Senator Josh Lee 
come from Washington to speak at the final banquet. He left a busy 
program in Washington come to Topeka, and had to hurry back 
to resume his seat in Congress. 

Pi Kappa Delta could not have found a more appropriate speaker. 
The eight hundred college people who composed the audience listened 
attentively not only because the Senator had a vital message to de- 
liver, but also because he seemed directly related to them. He him- 
self had been a college orator a few years ago and had until recently 
been teaching public speaking. 

Thank you, Senator Lee. We shall remember your statements 
about government and the direction in which our nation is proceed- 
ing. It was a pleasure to listen to you. We feel highly honored to 
have you accept membership in our society and to wear our key. 
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Although efforts were made to secure pictures of all the contest 
winners and newly elected officers, the time between the convention 
and the date of publication was so short that it was not possible to 
get pictures of some of those desired. This explains why some are 
pictured here and others are not. 


The sacred concert by the Ottawa University choir was one of the 
splendid things of a week of great experiences. It opened the con- 
vention in an auspicious manner: beautiful musie artistically pre- 
sented. 


There has been no student gathering in the United States this year 
that compares with the Pi Kappa Delta convention in Topeka in the 
number of students attending and the number of colleges and states 
represented. 


A number of coaches expressed the hope at Topeka that the report 
of the secretary-treasurer could be placed in the hands of the various 
college presidents. Since that report is printed in full in this issue 
of the Forensic, it is suggested that each chapter see to it that a 
copy is placed in the hands of its college president. Deliver it per- 
sonally and eall attention to any special matters you may want em- 
phasized. I don’t know of anything that would acquaint our presi- 
dents better with the society and the Topeka convention than this 
Forensic and a copy of the special Friday, April 22, issue of the 
Topeka State Journal, 


The tenth annual convention of Phi Rho Pi, the junior college hon- 
orary forensic society, was held at the University of Oklahoma, April 
10-14. Muskogee, Oklahoma, won the men’s debate tournament and 
Coffeyville, Kansas, the women’s. J. B. Hubbard, Wichita Falls, 
Texas, and Betty Lee Evans, Bristol, Virginia, won the oratorical 
contests. The extempore contests went to Muskogee, Oklahoma, and 
Eldorado, Kansas. The society amended its constitution to make it 
possible to award membership in the order of public speaking for stu- 
dents who have not competed in intercollegiate forensics. The appli- 
cant must meet certain speech requirements in other than competitive 
fields.—The Phi Rho Pi Persuader. 
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The boys from Colby traveled the greatest distance and certainly 
put Maine on the map. They furnished the only bona fide example of 
the real Yankee dialect to match with the Southern accent and the 
western drawl.

A recent issue of the Alabama School Journal contained an article 
on ‘‘Who’s Responsible for Good Speech’’ by Professor J. Hl. Hen- 
ning of Alabama College, debate coach for the Alabama Beta chapter. 
Prof. Henning stated : 


‘Out of 523 freshmen tested in the last two years, only seven or 
eight per cent had satisfactory speech, while 33 or 34 per cent had 
fairly satisfactory speech ; and the majority—58 or 59 per cent—had 
unsatisfactory speech.’’ These facts were revealed in actual tests 
made by Mr. Henning. He makes the challenging statement that 
these girls, with very few exceptions, were graduated from Alabama 
high schools. 

The responsibility of correcting speech faults lies, according to 
Mr. Henning, in our public school systems. He says the goal might 
be stated as: ‘‘A speech course in every high school in the state of 
Alabama, taught by a qualified, well-equipped, and properly trained 
teacher of speech.’’—The Alabamian.
